*¢KILLING A SCHOOLMATE. 


A Rash Texas School Boy’s Thoughtless 
Crime. 
(Highland Falls (v. Y.) Cor. N. v. Times. | 


The citizens of this quiet little village and 
the Cadets at West Point have now 

e 
shooting of John G. Thompson, Jr., of Col- 
umbus, Ohio, by Beaumont C. Buck, of Dal- 
las. Texas, atthe Highland Falls Academy, 
Friday morning, has drawn attention once 
more to the reprehensible practice of hazing, 
and, although the Cadets of West Polnt are in 
no way implicated in this latest devel- 
opment, still it is the Jogical result 
of practices which have their origin 
and encouragement at the Military 
Academy. The Highland Falls Academy isa 
preparatory school of which students are fit- 
1ed for the examination preliminary to their 
admission to West Point. It seems that ia 
this institution all the traditions of the Mili- 
tary Academy are treasured, and its usages 
followed in a feeble way. The older boys de- 
light in hazing those who come later, but 
nothing of a particularly outrageous character 
bas been attempted in Col. Huse’s school, and 
from all that can be gathered in connection 
with the unfortunate affair of yesterday, 
Buck was wholly unjustitied in his assault 
upon young Thompson. 

Buck came from Texas a week ago to-day, 
having in his pocket an appointment to tue 
Military Academy, secured for him by Repre- 
sentative Olin Wellborn, of the Third Con- 
gressional District of Texas. It is evident 
that he came here filled with the idea that ne 
was to be subjected to all kinds of brutal 
treatment iu the form of hazing, and deter- 
mined to resist itin the true Southern spirit. 
He came with asmall trunk, and one of the 
students in Col. Huse’s academy said to him, 
in a joking way, referring to the trunk: 
„Wb. Buck, that won't hold the weapons 
of a man down your way.“ Buck took this 
as an insult, and answered sig- 
nificantly, Ob, that’s enlymy ammunition.’’ 
He bad very little money upon bis arrival, 
and Col. Huse agreed to give bim lessons 
free, allowing bim to board at Mrs. Stewart’s, 
near by the academy. Oa Saturday and Sun- 
day niguts, however, he slept at the academy, 
ard it was on Sunday night that the only at- 
temptto disturb him was made. Oa that 
nigut some of the students had arranged to 
pull the clothes from his bed, and by some 
means Buck was given a hint of what was to 
be done.” He armed himself witha big club 
and took it to bed with him. During the night 
J. D. Alliston, a fellow-student, went to Buck's 
room to warn bim of what was to be done. 
Buck, who was watching for bis asszilants, 
mistook bis friend for one of them, and as- 
saulted him violently. His bed-clothes were 
not drawn from his bed that night, and on 
the following day he removed to Mrs. 
Stewart’s. Before leaving the academy, how- 
ever, the students, judging from the remarks 
he had dropped that he had a pistol conce led, 
opened his trunk and took from it a small 
pistol, on Monday morning. From that time 
until Friday Buck attended regularly at 
the academy recitatioas,. and, although 
the boys ‘‘quizzed’’ hin somewhat, 
no serious trouble occurred until yesterday. 
On Sunday, as reported in yesterday’s Times, 
Thompson, noticing Buck eating with a knife 
in his mouth, sent him a fork, and this insult 
grated on the fiery Texan. Ile looked on 
young Thompson as an enemy, and when, 
Friday morning, after the recitation of the 
grammar class, Thompson called him to ac- 
count for his boasting at West Point that he 
bad cleaned out’’ the Highland Falls Acad- 
emy, Buck was prepared to resent as an in- 
sult almost anything which Thompson 
might savy. None of the students 
on the posse at the time of the controversy 
heard the tirst words that passed between the 
two. J. L. Murpby, a son of Charlies J. Mur- 

by, of Brooklyn, who was contined in Liboy 
Belson during the war, heard Buck swearing 
towards the end of the conversation, and 
when he placed his hand on his pistol-pocket, 
heard Thompson sav, You can pull your re- 
ke.“ Thompson knew that 

they bad takefia pistol from Buck’s trunk, 
und probably thought that he had no other. 
The Texan drew then, and shot 
young Thompson through the groin, the 
ball passing entirely through his body. Buck 
ed. and afterward gave himself up to Judge 
Avery, as related in yesterday’s Times. ‘Tue 
Hon. Jobn G. Thompson, of Ohio, tather of the 
wounded boy, arrived here from Washington 
this morning. His son is stel at the Academy, 
and as he is of a robust frame and strong em- 
stitution, bopes of bis recuvery are entertain- 
ed by the physicians. The wound, however, 
isa dangerous one, und a relapse mav occur 
atany moment. Buck has been remanded to 
jailat Newburg, to await tre action of the 
grand jury.

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AARON BURR’S GRAVE: 


Some. Current Krrors Touching the 


Same Corrected. | 
iNew York Cor. Cincinnati Gazette. 1 


Tne Herald has the following paragraph, 
which is chiefly interesting because of Its su- 
perabundant blunders. | peaking of Prince- 
ton, the writer says: The tomb of Aaron 
Burr, the slayer ot Hamilton, the statesman, 
soldier.” filibuster and man of genius, is in 
Princeton, and his ashes lie side by side with 
those of his father, the Rev. Aaron Burr, 
President of Princeton College from 1748 to 
1757, and near to those of the Rev. Jonathan 
Edwards, third president of Princeton, and 

randfather to Aaron Burr's daughter, 

eodosia. For many years the tomb of 
Aaron Burr was unmarked by any stone. The 
grave was level with the surface of the earth 
in which he slept, dreamless of the last sor- 
rowful days of his lifé. The wild brier 
spread unchecked: over his resting place. 
hirty years ago yesterday morning 
the sexton of the cemetery found to 
his astonishment that Aaron Burr’s grave 
bad been reclaimed from its desolation, and 
that over his ashes a saaft of white marble 
bad been reared bearing the simple inscrip- 
tion of his name. Regularly since then on 
every recurring 2%h of May, the date of his 
birth and death,a little party of ladies,escort- 
ed by one or two gentiemen, have come to 
Princeton and laid on Aaron Burr's tomb a 
rofusion of flowers. One or two of the ladies 
— been identified as the same persons from 
ear to year.The others have not been the same. 
This 20th of May passed by, but no visitors 
with flowers came to strew the grave of the 
notoricus man whese father was practically 
the founder of Princeton College.“ 

By way of correction it may be said that 
Jonathan Edwards was great-grandfather of 
Theodosia, and also that Aaron Burr’s grave 
1s marked not by ashaft, but by a plain mar- 
ble beadstone. The inscriptionis not only 
his name, but also the date of his birth and 
deatb, and his rank in the army, together with 
the Vice- Presidency of the Union. The 2th 
day of May was not the date of his birth and 
death, since the former cccurred February 1, 
1756, and the latter September 14, 1836. The 
reference to ‘‘the wild brier that spreads un- 
checked over bis resting place’’ is met by the 
fact that the latter is adjacent to the long 
range of coliege paesidents’ graves, which is 
the most honored and best .tended part of the 
cemetery. The romanticidea of a monument 
erected at Rurr’s grave at midnight has long 
since been «xploded, and I may add that, nav- 
ing made a special inquiry, I learned that it 
is false. 

Burr died on Staten Island September 14, 
1836. He was at that time very poor, being, 
indeed, the guest of his nephew, Judge Og- 
den Edwards, who himself was in reduced 
circumstances. Burr had a small pension 
(as a revolutionary soldier), butit hardly af- 
forded asupport. Dying under such adverse 
circumstances, it was hardly to be expected 
that he shouid be immediately honored 
by a monument. The Edwards fam- 
ily, however, was fully determined 
to erect one of appropriate char- 
acter as soon as circumstance might 
admit. When the California emigration took 
place one of the family went to San Francisco 
and returned with a fortune. A monument 
was then ordered for Burr, and Was erected 
in broad daylight. It is (as has been said) a 
plain headstone of Italian marble, bearing the 
inscription to which reference has been made. 
Burr’s grave is now often visited, and the 
stone has of late vears been mutilated by relic- 


‘hunters. For this reason the entire plot has 


been protected by a tall wire fence. . The 
tomb of dis father bears a much longer 
epitapb, and so does that of bis grandfather, 
Joi athan Edwards, but both are in Latin, 
this being, indeed, the custom in all the long 
array of the older college presidents.

A co- 
pious hemorrhage and syncope followed the 
wound, but bis transportation was possible 
from Gervoix to Geneva. A fatal resuit is not 
certain, but owing to Rochefort’s excitability 
and chronic gustritis the worst is feared. 
Fever is setting in and the wound is badly 
inflamed. Rochefort is well reputed at Gene- 
va for his devoied love to bis chiidren and 
grandchildren. He is now white-haired and 
fat, retaining of his former seif only the keen 
burning eyes and demeanor. Oa the eve of 
theduel he ‘reminded Clemenceau of Mer- 
cutio, entertaining. at a dejeuner bis seconds 
and otber friend-. His witticisms kept the 
table in a rear.

He was traced: from one 
rumshop to another in the ward, but evaded 
the vigilance of the police until Fri 
day pight, when “Policeman. Gil- 
ligan came upon him on t rocks 
in lifty-seventh street. He was surrounded 
by acrowd of balf-drunken men and boys, 
whose shouts had attracted the policeman’s 
attention. As Gilligan approached, Zollin- 
ger whipped out a horse-pistoi. which he 
leveled at him. The policeman drew his re- 
velver, Zollinger’s — ter fled and the 
officer easily disarmed him and led him to the 
station-house, Zollinger, who was stupidly 
drunk, begged to be allowed to go home, but 
Capt. Ward would not hear ofit. When he 
was searched $12,000 in crisp bank notes done 
up in packages were found in his pockets. He 
bad carried that money about duriog two days 
and two nights through the vilest and now 
the most disappointed resorts on the west 
side, bis associates being some of the worst 
characters in the Twenty-second Ward. 
The money wus stowed away in big envelopes 
and Zollinger was consigned to a cell in the 
basement to get sober. At2o’clock yesterday 
morning he called Doorman Webster and ask- 
ed for a glass of water, which was given him. 
An hour afterwards he was found hanging in 
bis cell from an iron bar and dead. e had 
taken off his waistcoat, tied one side of it with 
the aid of his coat tothe iron bar overhead, 
and, tbrusting his bead through the opposite 
arm- hole, bad thrown himself forward and 
chuked to death. Mrs. Zollinger was inform- 
ed of ber husband’s death and came to claim 
the money, but Capt. Ward took it to police 
headquarters and left it with Superintendent 
Walling. The Coroner’s office was notified. 
Mrs. Zollinger’s deposition was taken. Zollin- 
ger, it appears, was a tin-roofer and fifty- 
one years old. He was noted for sobriety, 
industry and economy, and had estab- 
lished a business an prospered in it. 
It was bis intention to have soon 
returred to his native land and there spend 
the remainder of his days in peace on the 
money be had accumulated. He invested his 
savings judiciouslyin real estate. A short 
time.ago he converted the greater part of the 
property into cash, getting $12,000. The 
money was paid to himin bills. Neither Zol- 
linger nor his wife had any fafth ia banks, and 
tkey soon found their wealth a burden. Cap- 
tain Ward was consulted asd advised them to 
deposit the money in a bank, but net would 
not and kept it in a tin box at home. The fear 
of robbers, it is supposed, unsettled Mr. Zol- 
linger’s reason. He acted strangely and be- 
gan to drink and neglect his business. On 
Wednesday night last he returned home very 
drunk, drove his wife from the house,smashed 
the furniture and disappeared. She went to 
the station-house in the morning and sought 
the aid of the police. Their efforts to find 
ae were unsuccessful until Friday 

night.

A SINKING RAILWAY. 


A Brave Woman Prevents a Terrible 
Accident. 
| Meriden, Conn., Cor. New York Sun.! 


Twice within the past two months the 
tracks of the Hartford and New Haven Rail- 


‘road have sunk at a place called the Peat 


Works, about two miles above this city. The 
tracks cross a bed of peat, and for twenty 
years the roadbed has been firm enough to 
allow the passage of the heaviest freight 
and passenger trains at a high rate of speed. 
Suddenly at one spot near the center of the 
bog, the roadbed began to sink, and, al- 
though 20,000 tons of sand and gravel have 
been dumped in the hole within two 
months, the track has continued to sink at 
the rate of about an inch adav. As fast as it 
sank it has been filled up, and within a week 
the officers of the road were congratulating 
themselves that a firm foundation had been 
reached; but at 2 o’clock yesterday morning, 
with no train passing to cause it, the roadbed 
sank so far that a telegraph pole standing be- 
side the track went down fully thirty feet. 

When the roadbed sank two months ago,the 
night express train from Boston to New York 
was crossing the hole at a high rate of speed. 
Fortunately only the baggage, express and 
mail cars went down the enbankment into the 
bog, the locomotive and three sleeping cars 
remaining on the track above and below the 
place where the roadbed gave way. This was 
one reason why no one was hurt. Since 
then three men have been on watch 

the spot night and day, and 

trains have passed at a slow 
rate of speed. Yesterday morning’s acci- 
dent occurred when one ef the watchmen 
stood on the tracks over the hole, he hada 
lively scramble to escape going down into it. 
Passengers have since walked over the partly 
sunken tracks and took waiting trains on the 
other side of the pit. Whatcaused the road- 
bed to sixk when no train was passing isu 
mystery. The down track did not go down so 
far as the up track, and after five hours’ work 
by a large force of men, the down track was 
bolstered up so that trains could pass. 

Since the first sinking of the tracks the offi- 
cers of the road have been making examina- 
tions of the earth beneath. They found, on 
sounding, that solid bottom could be touched 
five feet below the down or western track and 
forty-one feet below the up track. The peat 
bog is therefore thought to rest on the side ofa 
hill with a steep slope. To ea good foun- 
dation underneath the tracks it has been sug- 
gested that the piles be driven. but the 
officers of the road say that piles would not 
materially assist to give a firm roadbed; that a 
sand bottom is just as safe and solid without 
pilesas withthem. Old engimeers who have 
examined the spot declare that a firm road 
can never be built over the bog, and that the 
railroad company must run their tracks to the 
right or left making a detour of about a mile 

Great credit is due Mrs. George Kelsey for 
the courage she displayed in connectien with 
vesterday morning’s sinking ofthe tracks. 
Tbe watchman’s narrow escape from going 
down, and bis subsequent scramble to save 
himself, resulted in his lantern being broken, 
which added to his frigbt.. Two trains were 
approaching—the night Boston express from 
the north, and a freight train from the south. 
The watchman ran to Mrs. Kelsey’s house and 
made a great outcry. Heexcitedly asked for 
a lantern, at the same time telling her what 
had happened. The woman saw that he was 
too frightened to do anything, and, 
finding a lantern, she wrapped 
around it her baby’s red Han- 
nel petticoat, and, waving it over ber 
head as a danger signal, she ran up the track 
tomeet the coming passenger train. Her 
signal was seen, but a moment afterward her 
Fearing that the engineer 
had not seen the red light, she called to him, 
as the train approached, to stop, for the 
tracks were gone. When the train came toa 
stundstill, near to the bog. the passengers 
were laud in their praises of Mrs. Kelsey, 
and sought her, but she could not be found, 
having retiredto her house. She was only 
partly dressed when she ran up the track 
waving her improvised light. Tne watchman 
mal aged to stop the train in time.

The Story of that $5,000 Paving- 


Testimony Taken Before a Congressional 
Investigating Committee. 


— — 


. The public has repeatedly heard ot the scan- 
dal connecting Hon. James A. Garfleld with 
the notorious De Golyer & McLellan paving 
ring of Washington City. This scandal briefly 
stated was tbat Mr. Garfleld, when chairman 
ot the Appropriations Committee of the Forty 
second Congress, had received from the afore- 
said firm a ‘‘fee’’ of $5,000, ostensibly for the 
services of making an argument before the 
then existing Board of Public Works in favor 
of the patent process of making pavements 
owned by De Golyer & McLelian, but whieh, 
under the circumstances, amounted toa bribe 
to secure his influence as the holder of 


the purse-strings. whose consentit was pre- 
sumed would be requisite to the success of any 
job ana whose opposition would be fatal. 

Mr. Garfield has, though repeatedly called 
upon, never attempted any explanation of this 
matter. We, therefore, proceed to examine the 
evidence, whichis extant in the records ot 
Congress, and seek information from other 
sources with a view to supplying Mr. Garfleld's 
omission. Some of the facts which we present 
below have been published heretofore, but the 
moréimpoitant, and particularly the more 
condemnatory features, haze been kept from 
the public eye by the peculiar legerdemain of 
parliamentary strategy, which seems to have 
been exhausted to save Mr. Garfleld's neck. 

Benj. R. Nickerson, owner ot the process 
which forms the basis ot the De Golyer patent 
pavement, testified that he had spent many 
months in Washington advocating and explain- 
ing, at the request of the Board of Public 
Works, as also the advisory board ot scientific 
experts appointed forthe purpose of determin- 
ing the best method of preserving wood pave- 
ments from wood and dry rot. It will be re- 
membered that when the joint committee in- 
vestigating the real estate pool in 
1874 finally got Chittenden betore 
them to explain his connection with 
and disposition of the funds provided by the 
firm he represented, Chittenden asked for 
time to prepare a statement, which the com- 
mittee granted. The same afternoon Garfie'd 
was in consultation directing its character at 
the house ot Gen. Corinne, near the Arlington. 


In the evening of the same day, at the room ot | 


Emory Storrs, counsel for Chittenden, at the 
Ebbitt, Garfield gave the statement its final 
trimming before being read oy Chittenden the 
tollowing day, attempting to exonerate Gar- 
fieid nom official complicity in obtaining the 
fraudulent contract. 

Mr. Nickerson testified that he was intimate- 
ly acquainted with allthe parties to the De 
Golyer & McLellan contract; wasin constant 
communication with them on the suvject; 
knew persons were employed to advance their 
interest, who were paid large sums of money 
for their supposed influence. Knew other par. 
ties were secured whose influence was said to 
be great and controlling with the board, 
whose names at the time were purposely con- 
cealed. Richard Parsons, of Ohio, testified 
that hefsecured the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations, Gen. Garfield, 
to file an opinion and make an argu- 
ment before the board, averring that he (Par- 
sons) had a large contingent tee depending up- 
on securing an award ot two hundred thousand 
yards of wood pavement from the board, at 
$3 50 per yard, for DeGolyer & McLellan, 
which amount he shared with Garfield upon 
the receipt ot the award. It is not shown who 
received the balance ot the $72,000 of the bo- 
nus set apart bythecontractors. Thatamount 
has never been accountedfor. The magnitude 
of this fraud upon the Dietrict and country is 
snown when itis proven that this wood pave- 
ment has been put down at $1 50 per yard all 
over the States for years past. | 

Parsons and Garfield both testified before 
the committee that Garfield was engaged to 
file an opinion and make an argument before 
the Board of Public Works during the session 
of Congress in favor of the award. On May 11, 
1872, the formal application of De Golver & 
McLeilan was recorded with the board ask- 
ing 200,000 yards wood pavement at $3 50 per 
yard. On May 15, 1872, the advisory board, 
consisting of Gen. M. C. Meigs, A. A. Hum 

hreys, J. K. Barnes, O. E. Babcock and Fred. 
Law Olmstead, reported to the Board ot Public 
Works against the De Golyer pavement and in 
favor of the Seely process. 

On May 20, Garfield, as chairman of the 
Committee on Appropriations, reported the 
appropriations in tavor ot the Belgium pave- 
ment works, and advocated them %y a vigor- 
ous speech. Soon thereafter the bills passed. 

Mr. Nickerson, having tull knowledge of the 
working of the De Golver patent, had been fre 
quently asked to explain before the board the 

details of the working of the process. At the 
instance of the firm of De Golyer & McLellan, 
Richard Parsons had also appeared and, in the 
language ot Gov. Shepherd, ‘‘exhausted the 
board. 

About the middle of June thestill, small voice 
ot the chairman of the Committee on Appro 
priations was heard in the private ear ot the 
Goverpor, asking for a contract for his friends 
of the West for 200, 000 yards wood pavement. 
The day following, at the business office of the 
Boss on the avenue, an award was signed and 
delivered to the agent of this bankrupt firm 
from Chicago tor 200,000 yards ot wood pave- 
ment at $3 50 per yvard. In this testimony 
Gov. Shepherd stated that Gen. Garneld 
spoke to him but once, casually 
+sking tor tne award because his 
triends were Western men. Gov. Shepherd 
turther testified that had he known of the large 
amount of money furnished as a bonus at the 
time to procure the contract as was atterwards 
shown, he would not have listened to their 
proposal, coming no matter trom what 
source. By the axpress terms of the award 
the firm of De Golyer & McLellan were to wuit 
an appropriation by Congress for their pay, 
the eutire amount of principal and interest 
having been paid to this firm in 3-65 bonds, 
guaranteed by the Federal Government by 
subsequent Congressional enactment, 
Galfieid being chairman, through whose 
committee all the appropriations must pass. 
It is due Gov. Shepherd to further state, as 
soon as he discovered the kind of men that 
had beenimposed upoea him by this jobbery 
and the utter worthlessness of the abortion 
called pavement they were attempting to im- 
pose upon him, he atonce suspended the ex- 
ecution of the award until the bogus rm com- 
plied strictly withthe terms of the contract 
und gave security for its tattnful performance. 
They, being bankrupt both in purse and char- 
acter, could not comply, hence the work was 
given to other parties to complete. 

It is not charged nor is it generaily believed 
that Gov. Shepherd receiveu or even knew at 
tne time of the existence of the $100,000 cor- 
ruptzon tund being used te procure the award 
of the said contract, notwithstanding tuose 
who know the Governor best will not fail to 
see he was not the kind of man to miss his 
opportunity to putaring in the nose of the 
too willing and interested chairman of the 
Committee of Appropriations when he volun- 
tarily placed himself in his (shepherd’s) pow- 


er. 

Tne evidence against Gen. Garfield being 
overwheiming that he had received a large 
portion ot the $100,000 bonus used as a cor. 
ruption fund, furnished by DeGolyer & Me- 
Leilan, influence the Belgium pavement 
works to Rward them a contract for 2v0,0v0 
yards qt wood pavement at the exorbitant 
price of $3 50 per yard, Garfleld’s share being 
contingent upon the award by said board at 
that price, the appropriations for the same 
being largely dependentupon Gen. Garfield. 
Col. Glover, Chairman of the Real Estate Poo! 


Committee, at once notified Gen. Garfield that

Her Trial for Attempted Murder and What 
Happened Subsequently. 


The jury in the case of Mrs. Julia Bande ap- 
peared before the Criminal Court this morning 
and announced that they had agreed on a ver- 
dict, which, accordiug to the instructions of 
the court, had been written on a paper, which 


was subsequentiy tightly sealed in an envelope. 
The verdict was handed to the Clerk 
who said that Mrs. Bande was not in the court- 
room. As the verdict could not be read dur- 
ing her absence the jurors were compelled to 
wait until ten o'clock this afternoon, when 
Judge Laughlin stated that, as tue defendaat 
had fafled to appear he would dis- 
charge them until to-morrow morning. 
He caused a caplas scire facias to be issued for 
Mrs. Bande and declared her recognizance in 
the sum of $500 to be forfeited. 
The charge against Mrs. Bande was commit- 
ting an assauit with intent to kill on Leonard 
Offerman, ber brother-in-law, who was the 
1 of a saloon at Fifth and 
Im streets. Some time ago Mr. 
Offerman had some difficulty with his mother - 
in-law, Mrs. Brande’s mother, and when sh 
visited him, the defendant alleged, he set up- 
on ber two large dogs, one ot which bit her in 
the leg, 2 painful injuries. Mra. Bande 
desired to kl this dogs because of her desire 
for revenge and ‘also to satisfy the demands 
of a queer superstition which is prevalent 
among the Germans—the belief that the appli- 
cation of a piece of the skin ofthe dog to the 
wound which it had inflicted would allay all 
ain and act asa preventive of hydrophobia. 
Raving these two purposes, Mrs. Bande arm- 


ed herself with a pistol and went 
to Offerman’s jace. Offerman would 
not allow er to kill his 


dog, and a quarrel ensued ,ending in his trying 
to eject Mrs. Bande from his premises and his 
reception ef a pistol bali for his pains. He had 
Mrs. Bande arrested shortly afterward. She 
gave bonds for her appearance and yesterday 
afternoon she was tried. During the trial sne 
seemed to be melancholy and 
acted as ifshe was laboring under a high de- 
gree of nervousness. At 6:30 the case was 
given to the jury, which was locked up all night 
and acted this morning in the manner already 
stated. Publicsympathy is with Mrs. Bande, 
und it was whispered around the Four Courts 
thatone of the jurors had quietly informed 


her and would cause her imprisonment unless 
she fied the city. Deputy Sheriffs were sent in 
search of her, but up to a late hour this after- 
noon she bad not been found. She lived on 
Wyoming avenue, near Minnesota street, and 
keeps a private boarding: house. 

The rumor was current this afternoon that 
Mrs. Bande, overcome with the disgrace at- 
tached to her public trial, had eommitted 
suicide. A POST-DISPATCH reporter visited a 
boarding-house on Spruce street, between 
Seventh and Eighth strects, where 
she was last seen. He was intormed 
that Mrs. Bande was atthe house at about 9 
o' clock last night, and that it was supposed 
she had gone to bed until at about 4 Oclock 
this morning the other inmates learned that 
she had mysteriously disappeared. Thinking 
that she might have gone to her 
residence the reporter ascertained that her 
mother and others who lived with her had not 
seen ber for two days. The yt apa! respect - 
ing her movements increased as each new fea- 
ture of the case was learned. She was a stout 
German woman of about fifty-tive,and spoke 
English very. badly. She is now 
married to her second husband 
by whom sbe has had no children, but severa 
cinldren are his by a former wite. The police 
were apprised of her disappearance and at 2 
p. K were given orders to institute searen 
tor ker. 


A MORNING BLAZE. 


The Establishment of Newcomb Brothers 
Makes a Narrow Escape. 


A considerable fire took placein the store of 
Newcomb Brothers, 307 North Fifth Street, 
thiskmorning at 7 o’clock. It originated in the 
fifth story, and was discovered by one of 
the workmen employed in the establishment 
just as he was entering the building.
